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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. First of 
all the claim requires that the first or the second copper layer is on the first or the second barrier metal layer respectively. Kim teaches a 
double-layered structure wherein one of the layer is a metal layer which very well can be considered as a barrier metal layer. Further, Choi 
also teaches a double-layered structure wherein one of the layer is copper and the other is a metal layer (applicant's barrier metal layer). 
Choi also discloses the advantage of using copper layer . Since the claims in any way fails to recite that the copper layer is the upper layer 
or the lower layer applicant's arguments that Choi discloses the lower layer to be copper is irrelevant. Therefore, having both Kim and Choi 
in hand one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to modify the Kim reference with the teachings of Choi reference to come up 
with the instant invention. Further, it is also pointed out to applicant that both Kim and Choi are related to a liquid crystal dislays and thus 
combinable. 
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
